2. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lakkis et al. 
US patent no. 6768780 (Hereinafter Lakkis). 

3. In regard to claim 14, Lakkis teaches: 



A method for decoding a received signal comprising: 
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• receiving a signal;

• estimating an optimal timing offset on a symbol-by-symbol basis; and 

(Figure 6, ref. (700) and figure 7 and col. 12, lines (6-10) wherein Lakkis teaches 
instantaneous estimation of the maximum likelihood of the timing offset at the 
symbol rate (i.e. symbol-by-symbol)) 

• decoding the-received signal using generalized maximum likelihood estimation 
with the estimated optimal timing offset. 

(Figure 6, ref. (620) & (625) in Lakkis)
